Craig, the Ulster premier, on leaving for Belfast made an 
important statement which appears to forbid any hope of 
^ s e m b l i n g a conference such as Premier Lloyd George 
reposed between hinKself, Mr. DeValera and the Ulster 
premier; 
The Ulster leader maintains that the Sinn Feiners them­ 
selves by contesting the elections for the northern parlia­ 
ment on a platform of “no partition” in which they were 
roundly defeated, have recognized Ulster's claim to self- 
determination and, so tar as his words have been interpret* 
ed for the present, he seems to wash his hands of any furth­ 
er participation in the peace negotiations.

“ I return home well satisfied with the efforts being made 
towards peace. 
Mr. De Valera has broken Iris silence aud 
cleared the ground by his statement to the press that he 
proposes to found his claim on recognition of the right of 
self-determination.’'
